1. (U) PURPQSE: This Security Classification Guide (SCG) provides instructions and 
guidance on classification levels for frequently recurring items related to detainee operations of 
Joint Task Force Guantanamo, in support of the Global War on Terrorism. It is a series of 
predetermined original classification decisions made by individuals authorized by the Secretary 
of Defense to exercise Original Classification Authority (OCA). The use of any item contained 
in the SCG to classify a document is considered a derivative classification. When using an item 
in the guide, it is mandatory that the classification and the date or event for declassification be 
specified. 

2. (U) APPLICABILITY : This SCG applies to personnel employed by, assigned to, detailed 
to, or attached for duty to JTF-Guantanamo including USNAVBASE GTMO supporting 
elements. ' &

3. OS) AUTHORITY: The authority for classifying information covered by this SCG rests 
with the CDR. JTF-GTMO in accordance with reference (a, section 5.6 ). Users of this SCG 
should consult reference (b), and (d) for a more complete discussion of information security, 
classification, and document markings. 

4 - (U) CLASSIFICATION RECOMMENDATIONS: If the security classifications imposed 
by this policy are considered impractical, documented and justified recommendations should be 
made through appropriate channels to the issuing activity ( JTF-Guantanamo, Security Manager 
(SM)). If current conditions, scientific or technological developments, advances in state-of-the- 
art, or other factors indicate a need for changes, similar recommendations should be made. 
Pending a final decision, the information involved will be protected at the currently assigned 
level. All users of this policy are encouraged to assist in improving its adequacy. Over- 
classification or incorrect classification should be brought to the attention of the document's 
originator through the JTF's Security Manager. 

5 - (U) PUBLIC RELEASE: The fact that certain details of information are shown to be 
unclassified does not authorize automatic public release. Proposed release of unclassified 
iiiformation must be processed through the JTF-Guantanamo Public Affairs Officer (PAO). See 
reference (e), page 4, Public Release for additional guidance. 

6. (U) USE OF INFORMATION/DATA CLASSIF IED B Y A FOREIGN GOVERNMENT: If 
information or data has been previously classified by a foreign government, this information or 
data will be classified at a level which will accord it at least the same degree of protection as 
provided for by the foreign government classification. This procedure will be adhered to even 
though a higher classification than that normally imposed by the US for the same type of 
information may result. 

7- (U) OTHER INSTRUCTIO NS: 

a. (U) Security classification in any case must be determined by judicious consideration of 
all applicable elements. When partial information relative to those subjects is presented, the 
lowest classification consistent with adequate protection of the information concerned will be 
assigned. Similarly, a higher classification may be assigned to compilations of information if the 
compilation provides an added factor, which warrants a higher classification than that of its 
component parts. Classification on this basis shall be supported by a written explanation that 
will be provided with the material so classified. 

b. (U) Data or information relating to intelligence activities, or other material derived from 
intelligence must bear the security markings of the intelligence material. The release of 
intelligence material may require the consent of the originator. The JTF-Guantanamo Foreign 
Disclosure Officer must issue the approval for all information released to foreign nationals as 
required by reference (c). The JTF-Guantanamo, PAO controls all releases to die public. 
Forward all Freedom of Information Act requests to the JTF GTMO Office of the Staff Judge

8 - (U> DERIVATIVE CIASSIFICATION: The majority of JTF-GTMO personnel are 
derivative classifiers. Derivative classification is defined as the incorporating, paraphrasing, 
restating, or generating in a new form, information that is already classified. As a derivative 
classifier, JTF personnel must refer to some sort of classification guidance (usually a classified 
source document or a classification guide) and mark newly developed materials consistent with 
the classification markings that apply to the source document or the instructions in the guide. 
There are two common scenarios encountered in doing derivative classification: 

a. (U) Copying, restating or paraphrasing of information from a single classified document 
in preparing a new document. In this case, consistently marking the new document with the 
same markings as those found on the source document. If classified information from more than 
one source document is used, be careful to mark the new document with the highest 
classification of any of the information used. For information derivaiively classified based on 
multiple sources, the derivative classifier should carry forward: (1) the dare or event for 
declassification which corresponds to the longest period of classification among the sources, and 
(2) a listing of these sources on or attached to the official file or record copy. If in doubt about 
the proper classification, check the SCG covering the subject, if one exists. 

b. (U) In other situations, when creating a document without taking information from source 
documents, check the appropriate classification guide for instructions. In doing derivative 
classification, the individual must be familiar with: levels of classification, what may and may 
not be classified, classification guides, duration of classification, and document marking. 

9 - (ID ORIGINAL CLASSIFI CATION AUTHORITY (OC.AY. Original Classification 
Authority is the initial detennination that information requires, in the interest of national 
security, protection against unauthorized disclosure. Original classification is taking a piece of 
information that has never been classified and making it classified. The Commander of 
USSOUTHCOM his Deputy and the Chief of Staff are the OCA's for Top Secret and below 
material. CDR, JTF-GTMO, and his deputy in his absences, USSOUTHCOM Directors and 
Chiefs of Special Staff Offices have OCA for Secret and below. Some USSOUTHCOM 
Deputy Directors have OCA for CONFIDENTIAL. Request for Original Classification 
Authonty of Top Secret documents will be forwarded to the USSOUTHCOM Commander, 
Deputy, or the Chief of Staff to the Commander.

Assign the 
information a temporary (tentative) classification, and refer the matter to the Security Manager 
who will forward the information to the appropriate original classification authority for a 
decision.

c. (U) Intelligence activities (including special activities), intelligence sources or methods, or 
cryptology (1.4(c)). 

d. (U) Foreign relations or foreign activities of the United States, including confidential 
sources (1.4(d)).

1 1 - OJ) DURATION OF CLASSIFICATION- Declassification is the authorized changing of 
information from classified to unclassified. When information is originally classified, the 
classifier must identify a date or event upon which the information will be declassified. The 
standard contained in reference (a) and (b) is that information would normally remain classified 
for no longer than 10 years. The order also recognizes there are circumstances where 
information must stay classified longer than 10 years, as disclosure would cause damage to 
national security even after 10 years. The OCA may extend the duration of classification for up 
to 25 years if, even after 10 years, disclosure would be expected to: 

a. (U) Reveal an intelligence source, method or activity, or a cryptographic system or 

activity. 

b. (U) Reveal information that would assist in the development or use of weapons of mass 
destruction. 
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c. (U) Reveal information thai would impair the development or ose of technology within a 
United States weapon system. 

d. (U) Reveal United States military plans or national security emergency preparedness 
plans.

f. (U) Damage relations between the United States and a foreign government, reveal a 
confidential source, or seriously undermine diplomatic activities that are reasonably expected to 
be ongoing for a period longer than 10 years. 

g. (U) Impair the ability of responsible United States government officials to protect the 
President, the Vice President, and other individuals for whom protection services, in the interest 
of national security, are authorized. 

h. (U) Violate a stacote, treaty, or international agreement. 

12 - (U) CLASSIFICATION BLOCK : The classification block found on the face of a classified 
document is usually made up of two or more of the following elements.
